Or. Henry VV. A. Hanson, president 
of G ettysburg College, has been se­ 
cured to deliver the address to the 
graduating class of the Gettysburg 
High School on June 2, when the 
commencement exercises of the class 
of 1926 are held. 
The class will be the last to grad­ 
uate from the present high aehool 
building and first to hold its com­ 
mencement exercises in the auditorium 
of the new high school, now near­ 
ing completion on tho Playground. 
The commencement exercises will 
formally open the new high school 
building, and it is expected a capacity 
crowd will attend. 
The auditorium 
has seating capacity for about 700 
persons. 
Sunday evening, May 30, the bac­ 
calaureate sermon will be preached 
by the Rev. N. L. Horn, pastor of 
Trinity Reformed church. 
From the beginning of May until 
graduation exercises are concluded, 
the seniors will be busy. 
On May 3 
and 4, they will make their annual 
pilgrim age

Later 
in the month, the final examinations 
will be held after which announce- 
mcnt will be made of the winners of 
honors.

Holding that “a bequest of the in- 
truest, or produce, of a fund, with­ 
out limitation as to time, is as be­ 
quest of the fund itself,” the state 
superior court, in a decision handed 
this week, directs that the poor dis­ 
trict of Adams county and the com­ 
monwealth cf Pennsylvania be paid 
their claims arising nuf of the care 
and maintenance of Daniel Osborn, a 
patient at the state hospital, H arris­ 
burg. 
The case grew out of a clause in 
the will of Henry Osborn, of Straban 
township, in which it was directed 
that $1,000 be put in bank and tho 
interest used to pay the board of 
his son, Daniel, at the county home. 
The higher court reverses an opinion 
of the Adams county court. 
The contention of the petitioners 
was that the legacy to Daniel was 
absolute and that they were entitled 
to paym ent out of it. Judge McPher­ 
son held that the trust was active and 
dismissed the petition when the m at­ 
ter was before the orphan’s court hero 
for adjudication. 
"The will was Inartistically drawn 
by a person unskilled in such m at­ 


t e r s , ” Justice Linn’s superior court de­ 
cision reads, “and the point is per­ 
haps not free from doubt, but a m a­ 
jority of the members of the court 
agree th at the bequest was absolute.” 
The directors of the poor of Adams 
county claimed a balance due from 
the care and maintenance of Daniel 
Osborn of $637.50, while the common­ 
wealth averred that it had expended 
$297.96 on the care of the patient, 
after his removal from the Adams 
county home to the state hospital a t 
Harrisburg. 
Henry Osborn died at his home in 
Straban township on June IO, 1912, 
leaving a will dated May 27, 1912. 
The Citizens’ Trust 
Company here 
was the repository for the $1,000 be­ 
quest to Daniel Osborn, the son. The 
account from September 28, 1912, to 
September 28, 1924, showed principal 
and interest amounting to $1,657.50, 
with expenditures up to December 8, 
1921, of $477.50, leaving a balance 
of $1,180. 
It was stated by the poor directors 
here and the state that the interest 
of the $1,000 was “entirely insuf­ 
ficient” for Daniel's care and main­ 
tenance, and that they were right­ 
ly entitled, under the provision of tho 
will, setting up the bequest, to bo 
paid not only from the interest, but 
from the principal as 
well. 
Tho 
orphans court hero held the trust was 
active, and that the petitioners were 
entitled only to the interest. 
Charles E. Stahky, poor board at 
torney, represented the Adams county 
poor district and the commonwealth 
of Pennsylvania in the appeal taken 
to the superior court.

PENALTY IN TALK 


Close Harmony’ by Siamese Pair 


T. M. Osborne 
Says 
Prisons Should Be 
Educational In­ 
stitutions. 


Thomas Mott Osborne, former war 
den of Sing Sing prison. New York, J 
and noted penologist, was the guest 
of Gettysburg 
College 
Wednesday 
and today. 
A dinner in his honor 
was served at the Hoffman Hotel, 
Wednesday evening, attended by sev­ 
eral members of the college faculty 
and a group of students. 
Mr. Osborne spoke to a large crowd 
in Bruu Chapel, Wednesday evening, 
illustrating an talk with many in­ 
teresting experiences in the handling ! 
of criminals under his custody. 
As 
an investigator of penal methods at 
Auburn and at Portsmouth, he made 
innumerable contacts with criminals, 
he said, taking as he did the role of j 
a prisoner. 
He recounted several of his experi­ 
ences to illustrate his general theme 
tha; the felon is a man who feels and 
thinks much as other men do. 
"The role of the prison should be 
that of an educational institution,” 
the sneaker asserted, 
adding 
that 
"prison life today is admirably cal­ 
culated to breed hatred of society and 
develope a spirit of revenge. 
Ninety 
per cent of released convicts go out 
in this soirit, resolved to get back at 
society, but to do the job more clever­ 
ly than the last time.” 
Mr. Osborne touched also upon the 
sense of honor among criminals, self­ 
government among convicts in prisons 
and a comparison of the criminal sys­ 
tems of the United States and Eng­ 
land. 
The speaker said he is ‘‘ab­ 
solutely opposed to capital punish­ 
ment,” 
This morning. Mr. Osborne toured 
the battlefield. 
He was especially in­ 
terested in the section around "Bloody 
Angle,” where he said his uncle had 
been seriously wounded in the repulse 
of Pickett’s charge.
